BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


The Wreck of the Steamer River- 
dale by a Boiler Explosion. 


Four Persons Killed, Many Injured and 
Some Missing—Remarkable Escape of 
the Crew—Conflicting Stones—A Pas- 
senger’s Recital of the Terrible Scenes 
on Shipboard. 


NEW,YORK, August 29,—The shocking de- 
tails of the terrible accident of the 400-ton 
steamboat Riverdale, are even worse than 
was at first imagined. A wild difference of 
opinion exists as tothe number of passen- 
gers on board at the time of the explosion. 
Some say that there must have been over a 
hundred, and some sav there were no more 
than fifty. Capt. P. Smith thinks there was 
but fifty. It appears, however, that the boat 
was licensed to carry 600, and of 
course a few more could be crowded 
on at a pressure. On ‘first leaving the pier 
she swept calmly gut into the middle of the 
river at an ordinary rate, with the steam 
gauge registering from twenty-three to 
twenty-five pounds of steam, Whilst the boat 
was licensed to carry forty. On reaching 
the middle of the stream she suddenly 
slowed, and a fearful detonation broke the 


silence. The air was filled 
WITH FLYING FRAGMENTS. 

Simultaneous with the crash, the pilot 
house and pilot were hurled some fifty feet 
above the wreck, the pilot falling over 
into the water in a series of hor 
rible somersaults; then the smoke- 
stack reeled over and the wreck driftea 
silently up the river, the affrighted passen- 
gers crowding in agony aft and forward, 
whilst as the atmosphere cleared victims of 
the weird catastrophe could be seen fran- 
tically struggling with death in the waters of 
the river. 

“It was a chilling ghastly sight,“ remarked 
a rescued passenger, Strange to say the six 
deck hands escaped uninjured, though Fire- 
man George A. Dymes was sadly burned. 
and died late last evening. MeGee, the pilot, 
was not much hurt, and Captain Smith, who 
was on the forward deck, was not even 
scratched. Engineer Taiman, who was stand- 
ing about five feet 

FROM THE BOILER,, 

was not hurt, though he was thrown down 
in the gangway. The mate, John Salaver 
legs were broken just below the knees. As 
soon as the terrific sound of the explosion 
reached the boatmen near the piers, a host 
of crafts swept out for the disemboweled 
wreck, and the rescuers crowded around 
picking up the dead and living, many df 
whom were momentarily water-soaked be- 
yond recognition. Dennis Egan’s boat was 
probably the first to reach the wreck, and 
rescued first, Charles Mosher, a colored boy 
employed on board the Riverdale.

No bodies were found since yester- 
day, and the belief strengthens that there 
are none in the wreck or only two or three 
The list of missing being gradually thinned 
out, those supposed to have gone on the 
steamer, or who were really passengers, are 
heard from either as safe in this city or at 
their homes up the river. The full extent of 
the calamity has been stated. The wreck 
will be taken to Jersey flats, when a search 
can be madefor more bédies, if there are 
any there.

The Ex-Confederate Reunion at 
Jefferson City. 


How the Veterans Enjoyed Themselves — 
A Day of festivities— The Parade and 
Speeches. :

JEFFERSON City, August 28.—The State 
Capital opened wide its dusty doors to hun- 
dreds of ex-Confederate and Union soldiers, 
who arrived this morning. Stalwart, sun- 
burned, bearded men, wearing a holiday ex- 
pression, wide hats and heavy store clothes, 
greeted each other in the hot, baking streets 
or in the bleak offices of the bleaker-looking 
hotels, shook both hands and beamed like 
brothers who had been strangers for many 
years.

This outburst had scarcely subsided when a 
voice cried out “Hurrah for Marmaduke,”’ 
and the crowd took it up and e€hoed the 
name with a great shout. The ranks were 
cheered and recheered all the way to the 
State House grounds, where they were led 
up and faced about to the east terrace of the 
Capito. The Lamar Cornet Band, 
which had assisted in furnishing the 
music, drew up alongside the regular army 
musicians when the command halt had been 
given. Thegthe pedestrians walked up the 
steps of the Epcot and stood on the terrace. 
Gen. Marmaduke stopped at the foot of the 
tight to Seak to Gen. Ewing, and a cheer 
followed as he left the white-moustached 
veteran und ascended the steps. 

IN A FEW MINUTES

He thanked the 
Creator that the people before hiia were per- 
mitted to meetand greet each other in the 
flesh, and called down God's blessing on all, 
hoping they would be permitted to enter that 
realm where the blue aud the gray would be 
merged in the garments of white. 

Mayor Edwards then welcomed the visit- 
ors on behalf of the city, and was followed 
by Gen. Marmaduke, who, in a few words, 
introduced the orator of the day, Gen, Gor- 
dou of Tennessee. He explained tnat Fitz 
Hugh Lee, who was to have been the ora- 
tor of the occasion, was prevented from at- 
tending by sickness. n. Gordon then 
came forward and made an earnest, logical 
and eloquent address. It was temperate in 
tone and conciliatory in spirit. He was ap- 
plauded throughout, especially where he 
said that had the management of the nation 
after the war been left to the soldiers 
it would never have been marked 
by _— bitterness. “Who has kept up 
the quarrel?” he asked, and immediately 
answered, “not the soldier but the civilian 
heroes, men who were hever near enough a 
battlefield to hear the loudest columbial that 
ever shook an ordinance. They took a the 
war when the soldiers ended it, and have 
fought for twenty years and never drawn 
blood yet.“ When he spoke of the nobility 
of Lee and asked pity and a biessing for the 
widows and orphans of their dead compan- 
ions; for the mothers who had shaped tue 
country’s destinies, individual and national, 
but especially when he dwelt on the pathos 
of Lee’s surrender there was scarcelya dry 
eye in all his audience. His peroration 
was fine. We did our best, in war,“ 
said he; we have no apologies to make. 
Now let us do our best in peace and win the 
victories we lost twenty years ago. We want 
no more war, no more slauguter, no more 
fratricide. Henceforth we will have one 
sky, one flag, one union and one country. 
Let it be the effort of every patriot in the 
land to make that union permanent and that 
country glorious.“ This concluded the ex- 
ercises. In the evening a good many of Gov. 
Crittenden’s acquaintances called on him and 
Mrs. Crittenden. Anopen air concert was 
given by the Arsenal Band in the State House 
grounds, which were beautifully illumi- 
nated. Fifty cents admission fee was charged, 
the proceeds going tu the ex-Confederate As- 
sociation. A large and fashionable crowd 
was in attendance.

VOLCANIC VIOLENCE. 


Details of the Eruptions on the 
Javanese Islands. 


Thousands of Lgves Lost and Millions of. 
Dollars’ Worth of Property Destroyed— 
The Crops of Rice, Sugar, Indigo and 
Tobacco Ruined—Scenes of Unparalleled 
Grandeur and Violence—The Horror of 
Horrors. 


New Yor, August 29.—A special cable 
gram from London gives the details of the 
volcanic eruptions in Java. The first 
eruptions were on Saturday night on the 
island of Krakateo. At noonon Sunday 
the Maha Meru Mountain began to 
belch forth fire and lava, and 
the eruption soon spread to 
the Gunung Tengger, the crater of which is 
the largest in the world, being nearly four 
miles in diameter, the Gunung Guntun and 
other minor mountains, until by Monday 
morning nearly a third of the forty-five 
craters of Java were ina state of activity. 
The most destructive of the eruptions was 


that in the 
GUNUNG GUNTUNS 
which vomited up enormous streams of 
white acid and sulphurous mud, besides 
smaller quantities of lava. Suc- 
cessive explosions followed each 
other rapidly and were succeeded by 
tremendous showers of cinders and large 
fragments, which, descending upon the val- 
ley, scattered death and destruction every- 
where. While these terrible elementary 
forces were at work on the land the sea be- 
caine sympathetically boisterous. The air 
was so surcharged with electricity that at 
one time fifteen water-spouts were seen, 
Hundreds of the unfortunate people, unable 
to escape from their dwellings before they 
were crushed beneath the mass of falling 
stones and lava, perished. On the top of 
THE GUNUNG TENGGER, 
a mountain of flame made a scene of terrifie 
grandeur. Fissure after tissure appeared on 
the mountain’s side, and here and there in 
the valley a yawning chasm opened. The 
tracts of forests in the northern portion of 
Kraokateo were soonzin a blaze of fame, and 
immense trees, some of them centuries old, 
teppled over before the advancing sea of fire 
like wheat before a gale. As the eruption 
increased in violence and frequency the 
disturbance of the waters surrounding 
the coast became more and more violent 
The waves rushed with terrific force up the 
steep, ‘rocky incline, and meeting the burn- 
ing lava cooled into permanent snape and 
fashioned it into the most eccentric shapes, 
The receding waters carried away many sa 
fisherman’s hut. Along the shore are mostly 
plains whieh thesea overwhelmed, ruining 
growing crops of coffee, rice, sugar, indigo or 
tobacco, and it is probable that 
NOT A SINGLE CROP 
in Java will be saved. At the entrance 
to Batavia was a large group 
houses extending along the shore 
and occupied by Chinamen. Out 
of 2,500 Chinaman living there hardly 
more than 500 escaped with their lives. Out 
of the 3,500 Europeans and Americans resi- 
dent in Batavia perhaps 800 were killed. It 
is impossibie to make any estimate ef the 
pecuniary loss in the town. 
THE EUROPEAN AND AMERICAN 
quarter in Anjer was first overwhelmed by 


rocks, mud and lava from the crater, and 


then the Waters came up and swallowed the 
ruins. Of the inhabitants and refugees prob- 
ably 2,000 lost theirlives. The destruction 
of life in Bantam, once a prosperous native 
city, but practically abandoned many years 
ago, was equally great, it being computed 
that from 1,200 to 1,500 people were drowned. 
The island of Serang, just off the coast, was 
completely inundated and not a soul remains 
to tell the tale of disaster and death. Other 
towns which suffered severely were Bui- 
tenzorg, Smarang, Jokjokerta, Suarakerta, 
and Surabaya, 
THE THOUSAND TEMPLES AT BRAMBANAN 
were very much damaged, and some of 
them totally destroyed. Some of the demes 
of the noted templeof Borbodo were crushed, 
by falling rocks. The death list in the 
whole island will foot up into the thousands, 
and itis feared that the end of the disaster 
will show it to have been one of the most. 
frightful ever known in the history of vol- 
canic eruptions. 

A MOUNTAIN DISAPPEARS. 

Lonpon, August 29.— A dispateh from 
Batavia, Java, says that the towns of ,Anjiers: 
Tjiringine and Tilokbelong were destroyed 
by volcanic eruptions. All the lighthouses. 
in Sunda straits have disappeared, andi 
where the mountain of Kramatan formerly 
stood the sea now flows. The aspect of 
Sunda straits is now changed. At present 
navigation is dangerous.

Gov. Crittenden Will Probably Convene 
the Legislature—The Sunday Law. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON Ciry, August 29.—Gov. Crit- 
tenden was entertaining a number of callers 
at his office this morning when you reorre 
s pondent approached him and asked him his 
opinion of Judge Noonan’s decision in the 
Lemp case. “I believe Judge Noonan 
thinks he has decided right,“ said the 
Governor, “bnt as 1 have not 
fully read his grounds for decision, I cannot 
say whether he is right or not. I think he 
is wrong. The matter, however, will be 
settled by a higher court.” 

But in the meantime the saloons will be 
kept open Sundays?” 

J suppose so,” said the Governor, but 
1 think the saloon men are making 
a terrible mistake. This tight 
is just beginning, and when it ends the brew- 
ers of St. Louis will find themselves badly 
shorn. Itis they who are backing this fight, 
and they who will suffer most in the end. 
The dives and grog-shops have nothing at 
stake. I am in a position to know the opinion 
of the people of the State in this 
matter, and I tell you that they are strongly 
against the attitude the St. Louis saloon 
men and their sympathizers have taken in 
this matter.“ 

ou think they are?” 

J know they are. Four men out of five 
all through the State are opposed 
to the opening of the saloons on 
Sunday. The Downing bill was consid- 
ered when it was passed a very mild meas- 
ure. It was a breakwater against prohibi- 
tion on the one side and the utmost license 
or free whisky on the other. Now that the 
Downing law has been spurned and set aside 
the saloon men will have to take the conse- 
quences.” 

„And they are?“ 

„If the Downing law ts not strong enough 
an extra session of the Legislature will make 
it stronger.” 

Will you call an extra session?“ 

J have the matter under serious advise- 
ment. It is probable that 1 shall 
have to take that step. Now,“ said the Gov- 
ernor, “I want it understood that Iam not 
a Prohibitionist. Ido not believe in Prohi- 
bition, but Ido believe in the enfqrcement 
of the law in the spirit and in letter. 

The law does not appear to work well in 
Warrensburg.” 

“T have nothing more to do with Warrens- 
burg or Johnson County than I have with 
any other city or county. Iam the Governor 
of the State. I know that the law is, to some 
extent, defeated in Warrensburg. There are 
three saloons there, each paying a $2,500 II- 
cense.

At 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon while some 
of the employes were enga in digging the 
foundations for a massive steam shears 
about to be constructed in the centre of the 
shop, the side of the wall suddenly fell in, 
disclosing to view a cavity about seven feet 
in height. Entering, the men discovered that 
the cavity was of considerable length with 
A FLOOR OF SOLID ROCK; 
while the walls were supported by 
uprigbt posts. On invitation of the Messrs 
Rohan, an exploring party was at once made 
up, composed of Councilman Stone, Mr. 
Dennis Devoy and Messrs. John Michael and 
Philio Rohan. After proceeding in a straight 
line east for about fifty feet the party came 
to an angle and followed another arm of the 
cave which pointed towards Carr street. Be- 
yond the turn was anotherand smaller 
opening which they entered and 
walked on for some distance 
when they came to another turning 
pointing north. This turning was about 
seventy-five feet long, and at the end of that 
distance the cave again turned east. In 
their explorations the party came upon sey- 
eral relics of undoub historical value. 
Councilman Stone found an Indian bow and 
a flint lock. Mr. John Rehan unearthed a 
small brass or copper box which, being 
opened, disclosed to view : 
FIVE PARCHMENT DOCUMENTS 
neatly folded and written partly in French and 
partly in Spanish. The discovery of the cave 
created the widest interest in the peighbur- 
hood and last evening the place was visited 
bya number of gentlemen, from one of 
whom the details given above were obtained. 
The Rehans are very anxious to keep their 
find from public notice, and a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter, who called at their place of 
business for the purpose of obtaining per- 
mission to inspect the cave, was met, on the 
part of the Messrs. Rohan, with 
THE MOST POSITIVE ASSURANCES 

that no such discovery had been made on 
their premises. Councilman Stone, whose 
place of business is only one block away, 
would neither deny nor affirm the report. He 
was extremely non-committal on the sub- 
ject, but several of Messrs. Rohan’s work- 
men admitted thata cave had really been 
di covered as stated, but they would 
not, in the face of their employ- 
ers prohibition to the contrary, permit 
the newspaper man to inaugurate a. tour of 
the premises on his own account. That 
the cave exists and that its discovery is of 
immense historical value, are facts which 
the reticent owners of the property will not, 
however, deny.

RE VIVING DEAD ISSUES, 

Gen. G. W. Gorpon, of Tennessee, in his 
address at the Jefferson City reunion of Con- 
federate soldiers yesterday made an elabor- 
ate argument in favor of Secession as a legal 
right till the war abolished it. After prov- 
ing to his own satisfaction that the South 
was legally right, he conceded that the North 
was morally right, and expressed himself en- 
tirely pleased with the Union as it is. He 
said: - 


Secession, a rope of sand, and slavery, a moral 
wrong, were inheritances from our fathers, born 
of our Government, protected by law, and we 
foight the issue on the side of law. The South 
was defeated in the contest, and slavery and se- 
cession were ended; and I now rejoice that they 
are ended, and that we have a grand union of 
great States. Now, then, let us stop quarreliag 
about who was right and who was wrong. 1 
think I have shown to the satisfaction of every 
fair-minded man that the contest had two right 
sides to it—a moral and a legal side. That ‘is the 
whole matter and we had as well stop wrangling 
about it, ö 

Gen. Gorpon is evidently sincere, and 
patriotically devoted to the Union as it is. 
But if every Confederate reunion is made 
the occasion for arguing that Secession was 
legally right, how in the world are we 
going to Stop wrangling about it? There 
are a great many Democrats who 
are not willing to admit that they were 
morally right, but legally wrong when they 
fought for the Union. They fought against 
the legal wrong of secession rather than the 
moral wrong of slavery. The late discus- 
sion between Judge BLAck and Jerr Da- 
vis shows how irreconcilable are the differ- 
erences on that point, and if the war settled 
the question adversely to Secession what 
good can be done by making it a perpetual 
subject of discussion, and why should Con- 
federate reunions try to keep the is- 
sue open? The argument that convinc- 
ed nobody but the Secessionists them- 
selves before the war, and not all of them, 
will not convince anybody else now. It is 
enough if the sincerity of their belief in it 
then is conceded now, and by still contend- 
ing that they were legally right they make 
some people afraid that the dead issue is 
alive and will have to be fought over again. 


THE GOVERNOR’S GAME. 

Gov. CRITTENDEN is growing more and 
more hysterical in his recently developed 
zeal for compelling everybody to remember 
the Sabbath day and keep it holy, as a day 
of total abstinence only. During more than 
two years of his administration, his sacred 
obligation to enforce the Sunday laws 
against saloons faded entirely from his 
memory. The lowest dives of debauchery 
and crime were permitted to run on Sun- 
day. } 

When he first concluded to make the re- 
enactment of theold Sunday law in anew 
dramshop law the pretext for closing both 
dramshops and beer gardens on Sunday, while 
deprecating its enforcement against anything 
else, he declared distinctly and repeatedly 
that it was only his obedience to the law 
that suppressed his willingness to discrim- 
inate in favor of well-conducted beer gar- 
dens frequented by family parties of women 
and children on Sunday. 

But now, when he finds that the 
opening of such places on Sunday 1s 
not rebellion against the law, but in 
strict accordance with law, he himself 
throws off the mask, rebels against the law 
like the Prohibitionists of Centerview in his 
county, an furiously announces that he will 
call the Legislature together for the purpose 
of having either the question of Prohibition 
submitted or the law of 1857 rapealed. Not 
even stopping at this extreme, he treats the 
decision of the court with contempt and de- 
fames the Judge who delivered it by assert- 
ing that he basely decided according to local 
public sentiment and not according to law! 

There is a notion abroad that Hawry 
CLAY DEAN struck a powerful keynote in 
Missouri when he gave the Prohibitionists 
the idea of starting a crusade of rural preju- 
dice against St. Louis, and especially against 
“the lop-eared Dutch Abolitionists“ of St. 
Louis, stopping their beer, and destroying 
their breweries “because they helped to rob 
us of our niggers.” Gov. CRITTENDEN seems 
to think he has discovered a new platform 
upon which he can stand forth the favorite. 
of a masterly combination of Christianity, 
temperance and rural Democracy.

BILLIONS AT STAKE. 

But two or threé years ago the quasi-public 
corporations were claiming for their prop 
erty and business the same immunity from 
government interference and control that is 
conceded to strictly private corporations. 
Nobody can have forgotten -Governor 
STANFORD’sS startling declarations on this 
point, But since that time great jurists like 
Judge CooLEy and the late Judge BLA 
have shown that the police power is ample 
to protect the public’s partnership interes 
in the management of all quasi-public cor- 
porations, ahd divers important decisions 
from the bench have pointed out how that 
power may be invoked. 

During a freight handlers’ strike when the 
New York Central, refusing to pay reason- 
able wages, neglected to render services the 
public had a legal right to expect from it, 
and a mandamus was asked for, a 
notorious decision was obtained denying thé, 
relief, But Judge Noam Davis in over- 
ruling this decision laid down the law in a 
way that makes shippers masters of the 
situation in ali such cases. No matter what

During the recent telegraph operators’ 
strike, when the Western Union refused to 
receive messages unless stamped “subject to 
delay” by agreement with the sender, there 
was a good deal of dispute as to whether 

Judge Davis’ decision in the freight hand- 
"ler case would apply toa failure or refusal 
on the part of the telegraph company. The 
latter, being a new thing, with duties and 
obligations of an exceptional character not 
prescribed by the common law for common 
carriers, it was contended that the 
same coercion could not be applied to 
a telegraph company. But in a suit 
for $100 broug ht by THomAS MaRvVIN against 
the Western Union Company for refusing to 
receive and transmit a message offered by 
him unless he would consent to its reception 
“subject to delay.“ the plaintiff has recov- 
ered the amount under a New York statute 
imposing such a penalty for refusing to fe- 
ceive dispatches. Judge ANGEL, in deciding 
the case, held that a telegraph company is 
bound to supply all the necessary facilities, 
either in matefial or labor, to transact the 
business which, by the terms ofits incorpo- 
ration, it undertakes;” and that the action 
of the company in regard to messages during 
the strike “was, in effect, an abandonment 
of the uses of the franchise, and a refusal to 
perform its corporate functions.” 

Decisions like these and’ others delivered 
by the highest courts have removed all doubt 
as to the sufficiency of the State’s police 
power to regulate, in the interest of the pub- 
lic convenience and welfare, the’ business 
and charges of all corporations created by 
the State for public service and operated by 
the aid of the eminent domain. In fact, as 
Judge Cool r intimated in a recent publi- 
cation, we have now several billion dollars’ 
worth of corporate property more destitute 
of constitutional protection and more com- 
pletely at the mercy of legislative majorities 
than any other property in the Union. This 
should lead to wise and just statutes afford- 
ing fair protection to all the interests con- 
cerned, but it may.lead, through more corrup- 
tion in our primaries and Legislatures, toa 
final and disastrous struggle between the 
money power and the people for political 
supremacy. If the corporations are wise 
they will turn over a new leaf and hasten to 
reform their methods of dealing with the 
public, 


BOURBONISM. 
The following note we print, as it repre-

The flippant and unseemly manner in which 
you have commented upon the death of Henry V., 
the King of France, is extremely distasteful to 
many of your feaders. Wouldit not be more de- 
cent to treat respectfully the last scion of a great 
and ancient house—an uncrowned King, greater 
in exile than any reigning prince in Europe, and 
the representative of ideas which are after ali the 
bulwarks of civilization and Christiahity against 
anarchy and chaos. R. W. F. 


It has been precisely because of the ideas 


that the so-called HEN RT V represented and 


because of the decrepit race from which he 
sprung that we have refused to respect this 
decayed end of a scrofulous dynasty. What 
have the Bourbons done, and what have they 
not done in France that should shield them 
from the execration and obloquy which has 
been their lot? 

The first Bourbon who filled the stage of 
Europe with his name was the great Consta- 
ble of France, who labored during the 
best years of his life to aid Spainand the 
Empire. to dismember his native land, 
and who died before the walis of Rome 
an outcast and“ a Pariah, the associate 
of common brigands and assassins. The first 
Bourbon to mount the French throne 
was Henry IV, a renegade, an apostate, a 
traitor and a voluptuary—a man who was 
never true to a promise or a friend, and who 
died under RAVAILLAC’s dagger, after a ca- 
reer of profiigacy and debauchery only 
equaled by the lives of his descendants. 
His son Louis XIII, an ignorant bogby, 
passed his life in a weak and vacillating at- 
tempt to escape from the rule of RicHELIEv, 
his only amiable trait being his hatred of 
his own family. A roue, a coward and 
a fool, he represented well the Bourbon idea, 
and passed on to his son, Louis XIV, a 
name still further tarnished, and a blood 
still further tainted with new leprosies and 
scrofulas. A kingdom governed by the 
king's mistresses could only flounder into 
national bankruptcy and disaster. While 
the monarch wrung out of the starving peas- 
antry the money for his orgies, Madame Dr 
MAINTENON and the others of the royal 
harem were giving away estates to their fa- 
vorites. His reign ended with seven-eighths 
of the people of France reduced to absolute 
destitution. Famine, ruin and pestilence at 
home, and disasters to the French arms 
abroad, marked the close of the wild de- 
bauch, the furtous orgy that history calls che 
reign of Louis XIV. His son had sloughed 
away, and his grandson, Lotis XV., came 
next to the throne. He openly made his 
favorite women, the Ministers of State. 
CHATEAUROUX, . PoMPADOUR and Du 
BARRY were the angels who ruled the king- 
dom, and the revolting story of the Parc- 
auz-Cerfs is hardly credited in this age.

The rattle of the 
guillotine was ‘the knell of monarchy and 
Divine Right, not in France alone, but 
throughout the world. Shallow utimen- 
talists sigh over the last scion of thiSancient 
house and prate about the ideas that he rep- 
resented. These ideas are ignorance, super- 
stition, rapine, profligacy and feudalism. 
As welh sigh over the ideas repre- 
sented by the thumbscrew and the rack; 
as well weep at the hallowed place where 
stood the Bastile. The world has swung 
into the light of a brighter day. Henry V. 
dying in exile at Frohsdorf, clinging to the 
phantoms of Divine Right, and the white 
flag is not a figure to challenge our respect. 
His death is the death of an enemy of the 
human race. So may every Bourbon perish ; 
so may every one of the children of Ignor- 
ance and cruelty die. Obscene and horrid 
forms that have crawled into this cen- 
tury out of the dank night of the 
dark ages, their time is over, and no man liv- 
ing in accord with the times but must wish 
for the day to come when the last King will 
go down amid thé execrations and the anath- 
emas of humanity. 

We believe sacredly in the doctrine that 
Governments alone can derive their powers 
from the consent of the governed. We have 
no reverence for Kings, Princes or poten- 
tates. Werecognize no kings but the Kings 
of Intellect, and in our humble opinion the

That 
which went by the road along the left bank 
ofthe Seine was densely crowded, and so 
long that two locomotives were required to 
draw it. As they moved at a high rate of 
speed between Bellevue and Meudon the 
axle of the foremost of these two 
locomotives broke, letting the bod 
of the engine drop to the groun 
lt instantly stopped, and the second loco. 
motive was then drivea by its impetus on 
top of: the first, crushing its engineer and 
fireman, while the contents of both fire-boxes 
Were scattered over the railroad among the 
debris. Three carriages crowded with pas- 
sengers were then piled on top of this burn- 
ing mass and then crusbed ther into each 
other, The doors of ese n 
were locked, as was then the custom ia Eu- 
rope. Some of the carriages were so shat 
tered that a portion of these in them were 
enabled to extricate themselves, but a very 
much larger number were held fast, and of 
these such as were not so fortunate as to be 
crushed to death, perished hopelessly in the 
flames which ina few minutes enveloped the 
demolished train. The charred remains of 
fiity-three persons were found in the ruin, 
and numberiless others were injured to a 
greater or less extent. Admiral D’Uryilie 
of the French Academy of Science perished 
n the wreck with bis wife and only son. 

An accident occurred on the Old Colony 
road at Wollaston, near Boston, on the even- 
ing of October 8, 1878, 

RESULTING IN THE DEATH OF 69 PERSONS. 
A large party of excursionigts were return- 
ing from a rowing match on a special train 
consisting of two locomotives and twenty- 
one cars, There had 
delay in getting ready 
return, so that when it neared 
Wollaston the special was much behind time. 
Meanwhile, a regular freight had left Boston 
going souih, and occupying the outward 
track. At Wollaston, those in charge of the 
freight train had occasion to stop for the 
purpose of taking up some empty freight 
cars Which were standing on a siding at that 
place, aud to reach this siding it was necessary 
lor them to cross the inward track, tempo- 
ratily disconnecting it. Buth the conductor 
andengineer of the freight train —— 
that the special had reached Boston before 
they had started out. Accordingly in direet 
Violation of rules an with a 
negligence that admitted of no ex- 
Cuse they disconnected the inward 
track in both directions, and to oc- 
cupy it in the work of shunting, without 
sending out any signals or taking any pre- 
caution to protect themselves or any in- 
coming train, Under these circumstances, 
just after dark, the special neared the spot. 
There would have been no accident had there 
been no attempt made to avert one, as the 
switches were so placed that the special could 
have passed from the one track to thé other 
aud back again in safety. ‘The conductor of 
the freight train caught sight of the head- 
light of the approaching tive when 
about a half a mile distant and realizing the 
possible consequences of his feckless neglect 
of precautions, his one thought was to do 
ne to avert. the 1 ng disas- 
ter. n a Sort a dard 
condition he sprang from 
freight car on which he was standing and 
ran to the lever of the siding swi 
tried to throw it, but the time was too short, 
and the tralia came down on him as the 
switch was half-thrown, was 
moving rapidly at the time. The locomo- 
lives, after going a short distance, swung off 
left and top

an insuperable barrier to the onw 
movement of the cars following. Fourteen 
cars were thrown from the track and by 
their own momentum were thrown in a heap 
upon the locomotive ana crushed by the six 
cars that were still on the track behind. 
king at the position of the wrecked 
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could be seen through the 
driving snow by those on the ‘locothative for 
adistance of fifty feet ahead. The train 
Was made up of two locomotives, four bag- 
gage and express cars and seven first-class 
coaches and rs, and it contained in ail 
190 human eings. As the train 
approached the bridge, a Howe truss of 150 
feet span which hangs 70 feet above 
the bottom of the ravine, it had to fore its 
Way through a heavy snow drift, and when 
t passed into it it was moving at a speed of 
twelve or fourteen miles an hour. The entire 
length of the bridge afforded space only for 
two of the express cars at most, in addition 
to the locomotives, so that when 
the wheels of the leading locomo- 
tive rested on the western abutment 
of the bridge, nine of the eleven cars which 
made up the train, including all those in 
whieh there were passengers, had yet to 
reach its eastern end. At the instant when 
the train stood in this position, the engi- 
neer of the leading locomotive heard a sud- 
den cracking sound apparently bevéath him, 
aud thought he felt the bridge giving way. 
Instantly pulling the throttle valve wide open 
his locomotive gave a spring forward, and as 
it did so the bridge fell, the rear wheels of 
his tender falling with it. The jerk and im- 
petus of the locomotive, however, sufficed to 
tear out the coupling and as his tender was 
dragged up out of the abyss on to the track, 
though its rear wheels did not get upon the 
rails, the frightened engineer caught 
a fearful glimpse of the second locomotive 
as it seemed to turn and then fall bottom 
upwards into the ravine. The bridge had 
given way, not at once, but by a slowly sink- 
ing motion, which began at the point where 
the pressure was heaviest under 
the two locomotives and at the west 
abutment. . As the bridge went down 
the coaches one after another moved 
forward and plunged into the chasm. 
It was all the work of a few seconds, Fora 
few moments a dead silence seemed to follow 
the successive shocks of the falling mass. In 
less than two minutes, however, the fire be- 
gan to show itself, and ina short time the 
holocaust was atits height. As usual, it was 
a mass of human beings, all more or 
less stunned. a few killed. many 
injured and he'pless,; and more yet 
simply pinned down to watch the rapid ap- 
proach of the flames. The number of those 
killed outright seems to have been surpris- 
ingty small. Within half an hour of the ac- 
cident the flames were at their height, and 
When the next morning dawned nothing re- 
mained in the ravine, but a charred and un- 
distinguishable mass of car tracks, broken 
rods, twisted rails and bent and tangied 
bridge iron, with the upturned locomotive 
close to the west abutment. In the acci- 
dent some eighty persons are supposed to 
have lost their lives, while over sixtv others 
were.injured. The exact number of those 
killed can never be known, however, as 
more than half of those reported were utter- 
ly consumed in the fire. 
A HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 
A freight train on the Great Northern 
ad, between Newark and Claypole, about 
one hundred miles from London, England, 
was running at a ra rate when one of the 
car axies broke. As result o the derail- 
ment which ensued the train became divided, 
and presently the disabled car was driven 
across the secona track of the road. At this 
moment an excursion train from London, 
made up of twenty-three carriages, came 
along at a speed of about thirty-five miles an 
hour. It was quite dark and the engineer of 
tiie ireight train waved his arm asa signal of 
danger. It was not noticed, and without any 
reduction of speed being made the excursion 
train plunged headlong into the dis- 
abled freight car across the 
track. The engine and tender jumped 
off the track and rolled down the embank- 
ment, the carriages holding tothe track till 
they, individually, reached the demolished 
car upon which they bounded, and then fell 
back down the embankment, and piled upon 
each ether ina heap, crushing the passengers 
beneath them. This accident occurred on the 
2ist of June, 1870, and caused the 
death of more than a hundred people. 
A VERY CURIOUS AND DISASTROUS AOCCI- 


DENT 
occurred near Abergele, a peint on the sea- 
coast of Wales, sear Boiz vend. On the day 
of the accident, August 20, 1868, the Irish 
mall left Chester as usual. It was made up 
of thirteen carriages in all, many of 
which were occupied, as tle carriages 
of that train usuaily were, by a large 
number of persons known to fame through- 
out the British island. The Irish mail was 
moving in the direction of Lianddulas, which 
was only three mites ahead. The grade in 
the direction of that station was a heavy one. 
A freight train had preceded the mail half 
an hour and haa, among other things, some 
five oil cars. While making some changes at 
Liandduias the oil cars were allowed to 
stand on the main track while the locomo- 
tive proceeded to throw some freight cars on 
a side track. Through carelessness on the 
part of the employes the brakes were not 
tightened on the oil cars. When the locomo- 
tive moved down to hitch on to them, the 
moment they were struck they be- 
gan to move down the grade in 
the direction of the coming mail. All 
efforts to catch them failed and they gained 
in speed every moment. The mail train was 
skirting the nills and laboring up the grad 
at a speed of thirty miles an hour, wheu the 
engineer suddenly became aware of the 
loose vil cars coming down upon him around 
the eurve, and then but a few yards off. 
Seeing that they were oil cars he 
almost instinctively sprang from his 
iocomotive, and was thrown and rolled to 
the side of the road-bed. Picking himself up, 
bruised Dut not seriously hurt, ne saw that 
the collision had already taken place; tha: 
the tender had ridden directly over the en- 
gine; that th colliding cars were demolished, 
and that the foremost carriages of the 
trdin were already on fire. Ruuning to the

iquid fire and solid frost combined to make 
the work of destruction perfect, The shock 
‘of the collision broke in pieces the oll car, 
igniting its contents and flinging them about 
in every direction. In an instant bridge, 
river, locomotive, cars and the giittering sur- 
face vf the ice were wrapped in a sheet of 
flame. At the same time the strain proved tog 
severe for the trestlework, which gave way, 
precipitating the locomotive, tender, bag- 
gage cars aud one passenger car into the 
ice, through which they instantly crushed 
and sank deep out of sight beneath the 
water. Of the remaining seven cars of the 
passenger train, five were burned, together 
with nearly every car belonging to the 
freight train, and shortly, as the supports 
of the remaining portion of the ridge 
burned away, the superstructure fell on the 
half-submerged cars in the water and bur- 
ied them from view. Notwithstanding the 
teribie character of this disaster only twen- 
ty-one persons lost their lives. A large num- 
ber, however, were injured. 
SIXTY-FIVE KILLED. 

When the Loudon express left Oxford 
on the morning of December 24, 1858, it was 
composed of filteen passenger coaches, seven 
baggage and express cars and was drawn by 
two powerful locomotives. There were 300 
hundred passengers on board. Seven miles 
north of Oxford the tire of one of the 
wheels of a passenger coach broke, throwing 
it off the tracx. Those in charge of the lo- 
comotives noticed that something was wrong, 
and most naturally with the very best in- 
tentions, they instantiy did the very worst 
thing which under the circumstances it was 
in their puwer to do: they applied the brakes 
and reversed their engines. Their 
oniy thought was to stop the train. 
With the train equipped as i 
was, however, had ‘these men, instead of 
crowding on their brakes and reversing their 
engines, simply brought the train toa bait 
slowly, the coaches would in ail probability 
have hela together and remaived on the 
road-bed. Instead of this, however, the 
sudden checking of the two ponderous loco- 
motives converted.them into an anvil, as it 
were, upon which the leading cars 
already off the rails were crushed acter the 
weight and impetus of those behind them 
Tie train instantly zig-zaggea in every direc- 
tion under the pressure, the couplings 
snapped, and the coaches, after leaving the 
rails to the right and left aud running dowu 
the embankment of thirty feet, came 
to a staad-still at last, several 
of them in the reverse order 
from that they had heid while in the train. 
Of the ten coaches which rolled down the 
embankinent, two were completely crushed 
to pieces, and scarcely any of their ocoupants 
escaped with their lives. Sixty-five were 
kilied outright and numbers died of their in- 
juries afterward. 

‘ FORTY SEVEN SLAUGHTERED. 

A regular train made up of a locomotive 
and seven passenger coaches, while ap- 
yroaching Detrvit on the Great Western 
Raliway of Canada, October 10, 1554, ran iuto 
a gravel train of fifteen cars waich was 
backing toward it with considerabie speed. 
the locomotive of the passenger train was 
thrown completely off the 
and down the embankment. At t 
head of the train were tw 
secuud-class cars filled with emigrants; both 
of these were telescoped and demolished, 
aud their unfortunate occupants nearly ali 
killed. The front of the succeeding first-class 
Car was erusued in and a nuuber Of people 
kilied. In all forty-seven persons were 
killed almost instantly, while of the sixty 
others who were injured many died shortiy 
afterwards. 

SIXTY PERISHED. 

There occurred an accidents at Camphill 
Station, near Pauadviphia, on July 17, 1856, 
whic Was very disastrous in its cunse- 
quences An excursion train carrying some 
eleven hundred children, who had goue out 
on a Sunday-schooi picnic, in charge of their 
teachers and friends, while running at ful 
speed around a hiliside collided with a regular 
train, which had just leit the station. The 
locowotives struck each other, reared up lixe 
wild auimais and fell to the ground mere 
masses of rubbish. Tue force of the shock 
hurled both engines from the track and they 
lay side by side at rigut angles to it and some 
distance from each other. Three 
cars of the excursion train closed 
in upon each other and the children 
were crushed to death. To the whole wreck 
fire was communicated from the ruins of the 
locomotives. It would be bard to imagine 
auytning more heartrending, for the hulo- 
caust was of little children on a party of 
pleasure. Five cars in ail were burned, and 
sixty-six persons perished; the injured were 
very numerous. 

Carviessness on the part of the conductor 
of the excursion train was the cause of the 
accident. He was rupning out of time, try- 
ing to make the nextetation before the ar- 
rival of the regular train. 

ROASTED TO DEATH. 

The village of Angola, in the extreme 
western part of New Tork, was the scene of 
a terrible railroad accident on the 4th day of 
February, 1858. Tue eastern-bound express 
over the Lake Shore rvad consisted of a 
locomotive, four baggage, express and mail 
cars, an emigrant and three first-ciass passen- 
ger cvaches. It appears that the forward axle 
in the track of the rear car was siightiy bent. 
The detect was pot perceptible to the eye, 
but in turning round tue space between thea 
tianges of the wheels of that axle varied by 
three-quarters of an inch. As long as the 
car was travellug on au unbroken track, or 
as long asthe wheels did not strike any 
break in the track this slight 
vend in the axle was of no con- 
sequence. There was a frog in 
tne track, however, not far from Angula sta- 
tion and a, short distance beyond it was a 
bridge. It so happened thatthe wheel of 
tue defective axle Struck the frogin such a 
way as to make it Jump the track. The rear 
car was instantly derailed. With the appii- 
ances theo in use the train 
could not be stopped before rench- 
ing the bridge. The car next to the 
last was soon thrown from the track and in 
this way the train, stil moving with con- 
siderabie speed, went into the bridge. It 
was nearly across When the last car toppied 
off and fell on the tarther side close to the 
abutment. The car next to the rear, more 
lortunate, was dragged some 300 feet further, 
20 that When it broke loose 
it simply slid some thirty feet 
down the embankment. Though this car 
was badly wrecked, but a single person in it 
was killed. His death was a very singular 
one. Before the car seperated from the 
train its roof broke in two transverseiy. 
Through the fisssure thus made this unfort- 
unate passenger was partly flung,and it then 
ciosed uvon him, The other car had fallen 50 
feet, and remained resting on its side against 
the abutment with one end inclined sharp! 
duwnwards. It was mid-winter and col 
and, as it was the custom then, the car was 
heated by two iron stoves, piaced one at each 
end, in which wood was burned. It was 
nearly full of passengers. Naturally, 
they all sprang to their feet 
ip terror and confusion as their 
eur left the rails, so that when it fell from 
the bridge and violently struck on one of its 
ends, they were precipitatedin an inextri- 
cable mass upon one of the overturned 
stoves, while the other fell upon them from 
above. A position more horri hard- 
iv be imagined. Few, if any, were killed 
outright. The car took — and before any 
assistance could be rendered, the passengers, 
ifty-one in number, were roasted to death.

Mes DROWNED. 

Shoc ‘catastrophe was it was 
ecli horror by another exactly simi- 
lar in character, whieh oecurred on the 
Grand unk Rallway of Canada on the 
night of June 29, 1864. The Grand Trunk 
on the way to Montreal crosses the 
Richelieu river at Beoloeil by an iron bridge, 
in the westernmost spn of which was a 
draw over the ganal, some forty-five feet be- 
low it. The bridge was Open to aliow the 
passage of a steamer with six barges in tow, 
one of which was 8 the open- 
ing. The engine-driver, being unfamiliar 
with the road, paid no attention 
to the signals, and without mak- 
ing the least effort to stop his train 
ran directly into the open bridge: The entire 
train, containing five hundred emigrant pas- 
sengers, plunged in, sinking the barge and 
piling itself up in the water on top of it. As 
soon as possible a strong cable was attached 
to the*upper part of the piling and by this 
means two ears, the last of the ili-fated 
train, 5. — dragged into the wharf under 
the idge. This removal revealed a 
herribie sight. A shapeiess blue mass 
of hands and heads aud feet protruded 
among the splinters and framework, and 
gradually resolved itself into a clusely packed 
mass of human beings all ragged and bloody 
and dinted from crewn to foot with blue 
bruises and cust inflicted by the ponderous 
iron work, the splinters and the enormous 
weight of the train. They lay heiped upon 
one another like sacks, diessed in 
the traditional blue clothing of the German 
people. A child was taken out at the re- 
woval, nine hours after the accideut, being 
uninjured in its dead mother’s arms, 

The accident happened at 2 a. m., and be- 
fore the close of the following day 128 bodies 
had been taken out of the canal. Others 
were subsequently removed and many more 
died from their wounds. Ms

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: * ur 
My young friend, Capt. E. M. Griffen, 

whose name I mentioned in a former letter, 


came to me nearly every day to 


me on my rounds through and about London. 
The Captain was a shipmate across from 
New York to Liverpool. A fine specimen of 
the British soidier~I say British, as he» is 
not an Englishman, but Irish. His family 
came from Ireland and have been loyal sol- 
diers for several generations. Only 24 years 
of age, young Griffen bas fought in Zululand,

Through 
the friendly offices of my friend Toole I receiv- 
ed a ticket soon after my arrival in London, 
and wasthere. You know that Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge presided. Many of the 
nobility were there, and nearly all who are 


eminent in art and literature were repre- 


sented. The Han. J. Russell Lowell, our 
Minister at the Court of St. Ja worthily 
sustained the American name. The Rev. 
Moncure D. Conway, Hon. Stilson Hutchins, 
Dr. Montrose Pallen, Henry C. Jarrett, 
Col. Schaefer, H. E. Abbey and Daniel 
eg assisted at this noble feast. 
Chief Justice Coleri made an admira- 
ble chairman. In toasting the guest of the 
evening he made a most exhaustive speech 
on the drama, and its illustrators, both an- 
cient and modern. It was a long speech and 
he vane irae alluded to his having made the 
longest speech on record in the Tichborne 
case, during the evening. He said many 
ha things of the drama, and 
much that must have set Irving's 
blood into a warm glow of pleasure.

In conclusion, I would say that as America 
has sent to us so we send Irving to 
America, and that as Irving and England 
received Booth with open arms, 80 
am convinced will that great 
and generous country receive our first- 
rate and admirable actor. We tell America 
that we send her our best, and on this, her 
birthday, as a birthday present, and we send 
her aman to whom! may fitly and appre 
priately adapt the words of a great Roman 
orator, ‘that he isa consummate artista d 
capable vf the best acts, both on the stage 
and off it.“ Mr. Irving responded with great 
felicity. This letter is already two lon to 
do more than briefly epitomise his tersely 
compacted utterances, He said: Tuis be- 
casion I regard as much more than a compli- 
ment to myself. I regard it as a tribute to 
the art which I am proud to serve, and I be- 
lieve that feeling will be shared by 
the profession to which you have 
assembied to do honor. The time 
has long gone by when there was any need 
to apologize for the actor’s calling. Tue 
world can no more exist without the stage 
than it can without its sister art—music. 
The stage gives the readiest response to the 
demand of human nature to be transported 
out ot itself into the reaims of the ideal.
